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DULLES, NOT McCARTHY, 
THE GREATER THREAT 


JN a very eloquent BBC broadcast last 

week, Joseph Harsch described the 
harm being done to America’s reputation 
in Europe by the operations of Senator 
McCarthy. 


There were genuine fears that MeCarthy was 
a symptom ol a trend that ted to the kind of 
suppression scen hitherto in the bascist and 
Communist States, 

One result of McCarthyism, he remarked, 
was that in Prance measures against Com- 
munists had now diced down because it was felt 
that, if McCarthyisin was synonymous with 
anu-Communism, decent people with a regard 
for fiberty wanted nothing to do wath either, 
‘Lhe name of McCarthy had become a focus- 
sing point lor a variety of antagonisms to 
American policy. 

Despite the great discernment displayed in 
Mr. Harsch’s broadcast, however, 1b Was wrong 
on its most important point 

It is not McCarthy who symbolises for the 
average Kuropean the outstanding danger in 
which all stand as a result of American policy, 
but Dulles. 

* 


Vhat McCarthyism threatens all free enquiry 
and all independent cultural development is 
true; but it is still felt that however myopic 
the clectors of Wisconsin may be wie great 
majority of the American public see through 
him. 

There can be no such satisfying assurance 
with regard to Dulles, 

When Lisenhower has given some ghmuier- 
ing of hope that America might be ready to 
not impose, a peace it is nol 
McCarthy who conies along to extinguish it. ft 
is Dulles. And Dulles is a trusted colleague ol 
the President, while McCarthy, it is generally 
recognised, is held in contempt by Eisenhower 
and tolerated only so far and for so long as 
the exigencica of the political set-up require It. 

ft is highly probable thal McCarthy 
recognises himself as others see him—as a 
political adventurer as devoid of scruple as he 
is of any sense of political decency; a 
politically inflated “ corner-boy.” 

There is, however, no doubt that John 
Foster Dulles sees himself as a good man, as 
witness his article last year in one of the 
religious magazines setting out how he had 
been instrumental in bringing about a 
Christian settlement in the treaty between the 
USA and Japan. 

‘The politician who has a self-righteous sense 
of his own goodness can be a more unpleasant 
figure than the political rapscallion, and he 1s 
certainly a much more dangerous one. 


* 


This blind self-righteousness was the out- 
standing quality of the broadcast speech made 
by Mr. Dulles last Friday. 

It was at ifs most nauseating in the com- 
ments on Korea, where, it must be remembered, 
the two sides had reached agreement and Dr. 
Syngman Rhee had liberated 25,000 prisoners 
in an endeavour to destroy it. In what can only 
be described as a mild and conciliatory spirit 
the North Koreans and Chinese consented 
despite this to continue discussions in order to 
got agreement. 

It is in these circumstances that Mr, Dulles 
deems it appropriate to exclaim that the 
United Nations forces are not supplicanta and 
that “ We are ready for an honourable peace, 
but if the Communists want war we must be 
ready for that, too.” Mr. Dulles is failing 
here in a sense of decency, 


* 
Then in reJation to Rurope he remarks ; 

“Tf the Soviet rulers really want the peace 
about which they talk so much they will stop 
the fanatical and senseless Communist oppo- 
sition to European unity and instead endorse 
it. 

Here is an appalling incapacity to see miat- 
ters from @ Russian standpoint, 

It is not a united Burope (about the 
economic advantages of which a great deal of 
nonsense is talked) that the Russtans feel the 
need to oppose but a Europe united in arms 
and) whose arms they fear may, under 
American direction, be turned against Russia. 

Mr. Dulles confirms Russian fears when he 
goes on to declare : 

"If, for example, true liberty were 
restored ta Czechoslovakia, it could become 

a member of the European community and 

enjoy the vast economic «and security 

benefits which are available 1o the com- 
munity members.” (Our italics.) 

Were Russia in a position to achieve South 
American unity, with economic and security 
benefits, through the construction of arsenals 
and air bases in the South American lands Mr. 
Dulles might not tind opposition quite so 
senseless,

Dulles, not McCarthy, is the political 
aymbol of that aspect of the American outlook 
that is most dangerous to the world. 

The danger is greatest for those nations 
that have been so imprudent as to become 
linked with American policy.

J F seems that there had better be a war 
aller all; otherwise the Americans 
will have wasted their money. 


The West German Defence Minister, Herr 
theodor Blank, has been discussing defence 
matters with the American Detence Depart- 
ment aud us a4 result says that the United 
Stales aulhorites see no alternauve to the 
Liuropean Defence Community. 


Yhe Manchester Guardian correspondent in 
Berlin, who reports this (July 15, 1953), says 
that it is beheved that “one of the most 
important reasons for this is the amount of 
money that the Americans have tovested in 
defence work in Western) Germany. [he 
neutrulisauien of a united Germany would 
compel then to abandon acrodromes and other 
thilitary installations worth many millions of 
dollars.” 

Later a spokesman of Herr Blank’s depart- 
ment informed the press that German military 
instructors ure to be tramed by the armed 
forces of the United States in America and 
Germany, 

Germany would need a particularly intensive 
training system which would have to be con- 
tinned until the German forces were as 
eflicient as those of the other countrics partici- 
paling in the European Defence Community. 


German militarism becomes 
clamant 
(PYHE League of German Soldiers is a 
society which seeks to co-ordinate 
the activities of all German ex-service- 
inen’s societies, 


It held a meeting Jast Sunday at Hanover, 
attended by a considerable number of German 
Generals who had served under Hitler. 

General ‘Traugott Herr (retired = Panczer- 
CGienecral) said it was desirable to unite all 
German soldiers in one organisation in the 
intereste of German defence and recovery, and 
also to inspire the young “who desired 
chergelic representatives of a living soldierly 
tradition.” ° 

Other speakers urged that justice should 
now be done to the Wallen S.S. If Germany 
were to be looked to for the defence of Burope 
the past must be eflaced. 

General Herbert Gille, of the Waffen S.S., 
however, had no such desire for the efface- 
ment of the past. He said that the Wehrmacht 
and the Waflen S.S, were the precursors of the

Chaneellor Franz Blucher, said that the ex- 
servicemen should adopt as their principal 
aim the creation of a West German republic 
that could bring about the unity of Germany 
on its own.

The Foreign Ministers and 
China 


MPHE Communique issued after the 

’ Foreign Ministers’ Conference — in 
Washington states that if the Communists 
renew their aggression in Korea after an 
armistice and again violate the principles 
defended by the United Nations the three 
governments will act together to re-estab- 
lish peace and security. 


The more obvious situation that is likely 
to arise, however, is that Dr. Syngman Rhee's 
Government will defy the armistice and vio- 
late the principles defended by UN. There 
is no indication that the three governments 
will act together in such an event. 


This section of the Communique refers to 
the need to maintain the common policy of 
the three powers in regard to Communist 
China. 

We know, of course, that in statements of 
this kind phrases have to be sought: which 
give the impression of unity where unity does 
not exist, but this is going a little far. 

There is no common policy between Great 
Britain and the USA on Communist China. 


Apart from the common action that has 
been taken in regard to China arising out of 
the Korean war (and out of circumstances 
that it is highly probable would not have 
arisen had it not been for aggressive US policy 
in this field) the attitudes of the two nations 
are poles apart. 


Great Britain stands for the recognition of 


A new deal 
[ DO not know whether it makes sense 
or is appropriate in such a column as 
this, but I cannot resist the temptation to 
call attention to three unconnected items 
which happened to come to my attention 
within a few hours of each other a day 
or two ago. 


They all illustrate in one form or another 
how nonsensical human beings can be. 


The first to be mentioned is the announce- 
ment from Peking that the Chinese Govern- 
ment has opened a “drive" on “too many 
drives.” Translated somewhat literally, it is 
“an anli-five-too-many movements movement.” 
The five “too manys” are “too many tasks, 
too many mectings, too many documents and 
forms, too many organisations and too many 
concurrent posts for cadres.” 


It is much to be regretted that this excellent 
idea should emanate from the Communists, 
which of course means that we cannot use it 
over here under Senator MeCarthy’s watchful 
eye. But 1 understand a more objective attitude 
obtains in Great Uritain, so [ heartily com- 
mend the idea to British readers, 


My second sample comes from Rude Pravo, 
the Communist Party organ in Prague, 


It recently declared that Czech boys and girls 
must Jearn the art of war “ because, like every- 
bady else, we want peace.” 

The paper, according to an Associated Press 
dispatch, “has been beating the drum for 
compulsory military training,” and now extols 
“the new government programme in which 
boys and girls learn the finer points of grenade 
hurting and rifle shooting.” 


This matter of learning the arts of war 
“because, like everybody else, we want peace” 
is, of course, one which the Christian and 
democratic nations practised even before there 
were any Communists. 


Frank words on apartheid 


My third and last instance of “ midsummer 
madness" is from an address delivered on 
july 12 in Johannesburg by Johannes Ger- 
hardus Strydom, a leading member of the 
Nationalist Party and probable successor in a 
year or two of the 79-year-old Prime Minister, 
Daniel J°. Malan. 

He was presumably taking to task some of 
his fellow Nationalists for interpreting his 
chief's ‘‘ total segregation ” policy too literally, 
He declared that some who advocate " total 
aparthcid " visualise a Bantustan, a separate 
Bantu State. 

This sounds logical, but Mr. Strydom gays it 
is “not practical politics and is not at all 
practicable, In is perhaps a wonderful idea for 
the future, bui is unpracticable at the 
moment.”

This is certainly commendable frankness for 
a politician.

Strydom is surrendering the “wonderful ideal." 

He concludes with the assurance that

in. self-sufficiency. Called the Natal 


Istatement of purpose contains a lesson for Puropean educationists who think in 
terms of * providing education fer the African.” 


“bet it met be said,” runs the statement, 
“that the members of the Bantu nation in the 
whole of their life-tame had handled so many 
bricks in building houses and mansions fot 
others and ain carrying stones and) miostar- 
boards for others, talked so much wisdont in 
their big meetings that their hands, mouths 


and enthusiasm were worn out and their 
fountain-like energy exhausted) or drained

A solution that the Institute recommends : 
“That we learn to do for ourselves what other 
hands have been. doing for us hitherto. ‘This 
means taking our national affairs into our own 
hands -ouilding our own mansions, buying 
our own farms, establishing our own Press, 
shops fuctories, stores, markets and running 
our own transport individually and co-opera- 
tively.” 


Control of their own affairs 


Ii seems a fine start has been made. ‘The 
Institute already publishes its own itustrated 
monthly journal, Umeebo wase Afrika (Wealth 
of Afnea) and has inaugurated a wide pro- 
gramme of activities covering every branch 
of adult education, 


All the activities of the Institute are 
administered by Africans. 

In a recent editorial, Willian Mseleku, 
Director of the Institute (76 Victoria St. 
Durban) writes, “our warning is — that 
economic progress should go hand-in-hand 


with moral and spiritual progress. 

*'That is, our ability to want the right things 
should improve atong with our ability. to 
satisfy our wants. The officials and oftices 
that constitute what we usually call ‘the’ 
Gavernment, constitute only a small part olf 
government; the government of the hone, of 
school, of business, of trade union, the church, 
the club forms a much greater part of human

lt seemed Mr, Wood's reasoned and intelli- 
gent statement of belief was borne out by a 
great deal of voluntary work for international 
co-operation and welfare. 

The first few cases before the Tribunal were 
dealt with at great length 

The stock questions were : 

How would you have prevented the Jews 
being annihilated in the Nazi gas chambers? 

How would you have freed the slaves in the 
Southern States?

The Congressional witch-hunt is merely the 
speathead for those Americans who believe 
they have at last located the source of sin in 
the modern world. 

It is a major triumph for the Devil that he 
has persuaded them the only source of sin is 
Comniuaism ! 

Being persuaded, they will not think to 
examine their own hearts. The Kremlin 
becomes Hell; Stalin--or Malenkov —becomes 
Lucifer ; Communist officials become demons ; 
anti-Communists become those who are saved, 
and ex-Commiunists those most precious souls 
who repented, 

All sins except Communism pale to nothing- 
ness. ‘They are venial. We can gladly overlook 
roguery or malfeasance in high office, provided 
the rogue is fighting Communism. A sort of 
blanket dispensation covers apy Senator who 
loudly joins the Great Crusade.

by quite other standards than the kind) of 
Americanism our grand inquisitors claim = to 
protect, x 


Wi are all being urged to apply for plenary 
indulgence by joining the red-hunt, by 
tattling, by slander, by spying against our 
avighbours. 

We are becoming like the Washington 
burglar who, a few months ago, telephoned 
the FBI that they would find top-secret govern- 
ment documents on the second floor at such 
and such an address. 

And who, aked the FBI, was he? 

“Oh, me!” he replied. “im just a burglar 
who happened to come across them. 1 thought 
! ought to report to you. And Vil be gone 
before you get here.” 

Hf all of us could just prove to the govern- 
ment that we knew sin—that is, Communism 

-when we saw il, we might be through and 
gone before the government--or God— found 
out what else we were up to. 

Because we Americans are a self-governing 
people, we Christian Americans are doubly 
responsible to God: as subjects and as rulers.

We have insisted on making Point Four a 
bilateral Washington project, while the United 
Nations programme of technical assistance 
starves along on shoe-siring appropriations. 

We have tried to persuade our neighbours 
that * American know-how” is all they really 
lack, when they desperately need capital invest- 
ment in basic public services. 

We have even urged that private investment 
by American  business—guaranteed against 
nationalisation by our government perhaps— 
would be better than public investment any- 
how, when the whole of their colonial history 
has schooled them to beware of foreign 
investors. 

When we finally did offer sizeable grants for 
public investment, we added military strifgs 
that frightened six friendly nations into refus- 
ing our help. 

We are busy explaining that we will do 
wonders liter, as soon as we have saved them 
from Communism, but that until then all our 
moncy is needed for weapons. 


They have not asked us to save them from 
Communism. They would like to eat. 


* 


FINUEY have not asked that America alone 

save them from anything—even from the 
starvation they regard as a more clear and 
present danger than Communism. 

Ever since 1947, once a year, they have 
asked us to join them in setting up an Inter- 
national Development Authority capable of 
saving all of us from a sick world economy. 
That sickness threatens them with starvation. 
Starvation is making it casy tospread Com- 
munism. We regard the spread of Communism 
as Russian aggression. This is the sequence 
that spells revolution in many countries, and 
war for all of us. 

Every year they urge us to join them in 
what is actually the common problem of man- 
kind, And every year we slap down their 
proposals, 


‘these are facts the average Christian in 
our country does not know, facts that go a 
long way towards illustrating how deadly a 
sin self-righteousness can be, even about 
Communism. 


But is it not time the average Christian in 
our country should demand an explanation of 
our government as to how our policy can Icad 
us anywhere but war? As to what, since it 
rejects our neighbours’ proposal, it proposes 
to do about the most gigantic practical 
problem that modern man confronts? 


Ihe average Christian cannot demand an 
explanation intelligently because he has not 
examined the problem and does not know the 
real facts.

Yet if he would rule as a Christian ruler— 
which is what he is---he must pierce the Gold 
Curtain that separates the thinking of the 
richest people in history from the thinking of 
the wretched hundreds of millions in “the free 
world” we are busy saving.

SUGGEST that we Christian leaders, 
whether ministers or laymen, had better 
do a little investigating of our own. 


We had better investigate our foreign policy. 


We had better investigate why our agents in 
Washington are refusing to co-operate with 
our neighbours in other Jands, why we prefer 
to play rich uncle instead of loyal brother. 


Our Christian neighbours need not begin by 
investigating Congressman Velde, who is a 
product of our national self- righteousness, 
who may really believe he has located a source 
of sin, and who may honestly believe he can 
exorcise if and leave all of us as sinless as 
himself. 

No, we Christian 
examine ourselves. 

We can organise study groups in our 
churches immediately and, through hard and 
earnest discussion of the relevant books and 
documents, we can formulate clearly the ques- 
tions on foreign policy that we should be 
asking our representatives in Congress. And 
we can put ourselves in a position to insist on 
real answers from men who ure responsible to 
us for real answers. We can then ask God’s 
forgivencss for being negligent rulers and 
therefore half-hearted Christians, with con- 
fidence that He will forgive us. 

Until we have thus lifted from our con- 
sciences a great burden of sin, we shall remain 
Pharisees, able to see sin only in the Kremlin.

The speaker welcomed this opportunity of 
oxpressing his thanks to the many people who 
had worked s0 hard for his release; to the 
Amvetican press which could so easily have 
smeared him but did not do so; and to 
Senator MaCarthy himself for giving ta the 
pacifist movement such welcome publicity. 

Stuart Morris concluded his talk on a hope- 
fal note. 

Even if there were not many  pacifists, 
the five per cent minority could soon become 
ten per cent, and there would be a sufficiently 
strong minority to bring about the things for 
which they asked, 

“We do not need to count numbers” he 
concluded, “neither the Chairman, Sybil 
Morrison, nar myself are concerned that the 
Peace Pledge Union is a minority movement : 
all the great reforms of history have come 
about through the faith and initiative of a 
minority.”

THE “OLD IMPERIALISM” PERSISTS

*}VASION was the characteristic feature of most of the speeches in the Colonial 


~~ debate in Parliament on July 16. 


Constitutionally, the Colonial Secretary, res- 
ponsible to Parliament, gives instructions to 
the Governors and administrative bodies in 
Colonigs. ‘The British people electing their 
MPs are therefore responsible for the welfare 
and social conditions of 70m. people living in 
an area of 1,900,000 sq. miles (UK : 98,000 sq. 
miles, population 50,800,000). - 


The Colonial Office, under both Labour and 
Conservative Governments, has looked upon 
the Colonics as a source of cheap raw 
materials provided by cheap labour. 

The insincerity and deception in policy 
statements was aptly described by Mr. 
Lyttchon, in the Sunday Times, Oct. 14, 1951 

before the last election and his appointment 
as Colonial Secretary: 

“The Socialist Party ts paying lip-service 
in public speeches . . . that these backward 
territories should be developed, At the same 
time, they seize the Colonies’ own balances 
by which these desirable ends could be 
attained. 

“Britain is living on the dollar carnings 
of the Colonies, who are prevented from 
frecly converting sterling (received for 
exports) into cither goods or dollars, and 
must willy nilly ran up their sterling 
balances " (i.e,, “ frozen” claims in London), 


£450M. “ GIFTS "—IN 32 YEARS 
In last week's debate, Mr. Shinwell, former 
Minister of Defence, paid his “ lip-service” ; 
“We have a moral obligation. We do not 
wish to make paupers. We wish to raise 
them to a higher economic level,” 
_ But, speaking later, Mr. Lyttelton was not 
impressed by moralising and so the “old 
imperialism” remains ; 
“In economic aflairs i¢ seemy io ime that 
continuity is as essential as it is in matri- 
mony. 


“The revensed of Colonial Governments 
reuched £357in, in 1952, conspared with 
about £40m. in 1932, 


“The present 10-yenr development plans 
of Colonial Tertitories inyolye roughly 
£500m., Le. roughly £50m. a year.” 


Thus one-seventh of Colonial revenues will 
be spent an “development” (mines, railways, 
harbours, etc.), ic, 14s. per head yearly. 

“ Welfare’ grants amount to £14m. annually, 
that is, fourpence per head monthly. 

But Mr. Shinwell did not suggest a return 
to 1948 defence expenditure and a reduction 
in the present sum of £1,760m. by £1,000in,

Mr. Thomas Reid (Lab., Swindon) extolled 
the generous treatinent of Colonies : 

“Since 1920 we have given as free gifts 
to our Dependencies, Colonies, cte., nearly 
£450 millton.”

(average £14m. annually) instead of 180 years 
since the revolt of the American Colonies and 
the “ Boston tea-party ” | 


But Mr. Reid overlooked the fact that part 
of the military expenditure “to maintain 
order” in the Colonics was to be included in 
the £450m. “ gifts”—whether the Colonial 
peoples like these or not. 


LIVING ON EARNINGS OF COLONIES 


Only Mr. Arthur Moyle (Lab., Oldbury and 
Halesowen) referred to health and wage 
problems : 


“We fost the good will of the Chinese 
people because they never knew us except as 
people who dominated them. Today Africa 
is the challenge, It has a powerful slogan ; 
* Africa for the Africans.” 


“We must give them a helplag hand... 
by establishing a pernianent medical board 
ees (0 nivintain then oo a standard of sub- 
sistence to keep their working efficiency 
with an irreducible minimum wage.” 

What are the wagea of natives in Africa? 

The “coloured” publications of the Colon- 
ial Office, under both Mr. Grifliths and Mr. 
Lyttelton, omit any information. We know, 
however, from the ON Statistical Papers (2/3, 
p. 19) that Africans in N. Rhodesia “ earned ” 
£5 per head, on the average, and £6 in Kenya 
yearly, Violation of contract is severely pun- 
ished, including flogging, 

Not one MP, including (those Quakers 
whose spiritual ancestors belonged to the 
Anti-Slavery Society, questioned conditions 
of cruployment and the crying injustice of 
a poll tax imposed “(to make them work.” 
In 1947 Britain owed to her Colonies 

(‘frozen £-balances) £510m., in| December, 
1952, £1,065m. (Cmd. 8808), Lhe Colonies are 
“investing” in Britain, also “financing” 
Tearmament, because they are deprived of part 
of the proceeds of their exports. 


The dollar amounts kept by Britain were : 
1950--$436m., 1951—4487m., 1952—$383m. 

The producers received paper money from 
the so-called “Currency Boards.” — While 
“frozen balances” pile up in London, imports 
into Colonies are kept low (sce Table). 


LABOUR HAS NO COLONIAL POLICY 


ft is astonishing that Labour's new pro- 
gramme, “Challenge to Britain,” makes no 
reference to the Colonics. Did Mr. Griffiths 
sleep during the mectings of the Executive? 

No Colonlal development can succeed 

without a slmultaneous doubling or trebling 

of the purchasing power of the native peo- 
ples and the provision of adequate health 
services to Increase productivity. 

Only if wages rise above the sub-human 
level and if forced labour is abolished in the 
Colonies (sce UN Report) will Britain’s export 
industries find 60-70m. new consumers within 


the Commonwealth, ‘The native peoples — 
enabled to buy textiles, houschold goods, 
bicycles, etc--will thas create additional 


employment in Britain and raise productivity 
in the Colonies. 

Will Labour, if returned to power, continue 
the “old imperialism" ? Empty phrases in the 
programme (‘Challenge to Britain"), such as 
“attack on world poverty,” are unconvincing 
and useless. 

If Labour seriously desires “to combat 
hunger and disease,” 4 concrete programme 
should be warked aut now.
